"Urſt,it is deſired that-ir-may be Ina&ed by this 
=; preſent Parizament,that no Scottiſh Ships,. or 
 Veſlels,or Paſſcugers belonging tothe King- 
dome of-Scet/arnd, be prefied by. Land or Sea inany 
part ofthe Kingdomes:of-England 4ad Ireland; Sea- 
Ports. ar Harbours thereof, ſccing theſe are free of 
any Prefſe by the Law of our K:ngdeme_. 
Secondly, For a better Commerce and Intexcourſe- 
betwixt-Erg (a#4,$eot land and Treland, That it may 
be now declared lawfullto tranſport all Goods and 
Commodities from Scotlapd to Ereland and Ireland, 
or from thence to Scotlazd:in the fame caſe, and as 
free of Cnſtermes and all ather Taxations whatſoc- 
ver. , as tf they were tranfported from one part of 
Scotlandto another , or frem one part or Port of 
England or Ireland to afother,with this Declaration 
alwayes that the ſa:d Inmmantuall Liberties in fo farre 
as COnceries gaods +/ by the Lawes of oP 
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= | 
ther ofthe Kingdomes to be tranſported to forraign 


Nations, ſhall onely ſerve for the inward ule of the 
faidthree Kingdomes alenrally, 8 the manner of the 
reftraint and puniſhment of the £ o#traveerers to be 
conſidered upon , and that all native and forraigne 
Commoiitics not prohibited in theKingdome from 


whence they are tranſported, may bee imported by 
 Scattiſhmeras freely as any of his MajeſtiesSubjets 
_ of Exeland or Irelardand fo reciprocally in Scotland 
by the Ergliſh and 7r:ſb. | 

Thirdly, That the Scotesſþ Ships comming from 
a forraigne Nation, and arriving inany Roades, Ha- 
vens,or Ports of Ezeland orreland,through tempeſt 
of weather, or for refreſhment, or upon whatſoever 
other occafion , and not difloading may be tree ts 
paſſe and repaſſe without ſearching,or any ny 
pediment. And that if Scottzsſh-mez ſhould be loader 
with forraigneCommadities in aty wah a place, 
and in forraign Bottomes, or in any Erxglſb or 1riſb. 
Bottome, That it ſhall be free ro the owners thereof 
and their Fators to unload their moneyes,goods, or 
Commodities aforeſaid, in any part of Ezglazd or 
Ireland , and to tranſport the ſame from thence to 
Scotland without any impediment to be made-. 
to them. And the Engliſh and Iriſtvto have the like 
liberty reciprocally in-Scotland. of | 


Fourthly,if any other Veſſels laden with Scott:|þ-. 
mens goo4s,going to,or comming from any forraign 
Nation, pertaining tO Scott:iſh-menaforeſaid, tall 
arrive in any part of Eglaudor Ireland, and have ne- 
ceffity to ſella prrcell of their ſaid goods ', That 1t 
{hall be lawfn!l for them to dothe ſame,and to hgh |

ſport the remnant to Scotland,orelſe-where,without 
payment ofany Cuftome , but for ſo much as they 
tall happento ſell, & the Engliſh and Iriſh to have 
the like liberty reciprocally in Scotland. 

_ Fifcly,In reſpe& ofthe great detriment ſuſtained 
by his Majeſtics ſubje&s,and'by theD=z&rrts and 0- 
ther Prrats,by robbing them of their goods, takin 

cheir (hips and fpoyling their. men: That ſome lid 
courſe may, bee taken for the preventing the: like in 
ume t9come.s ſo that his Majefties ſubje&s may 
have frce trade hereafter, andthe S corz?ſh ſhips paſ- 
fanp, to Frexce, Holand,or any other part,may havea 
ſaf2convoy of his Majeſties ſhips,as the Ereliſh and 


ri ſhips have. 
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 Sixthly, There can be nogreater marke of mutuall 
unity betwixt the Kingdomes, then a free and peace- 
able conver{ſing at home and abroad , therefore. wee 
ergve from the Parliament's England, that nbere the 
Engliſh have any out-trade or dealing in forrargne 
places, that it may be free to.Seottiſh-men to out-trade 
and deale tn the ſame places without any impediment to. 
be made to them by the Engliſh or Iriſh, azd the Eng- 
liſk and Iyiſk'to bave-the like liberty't; .out-trade 0; 
dealing of Scottiſh-men in forraigne places, © 


Seventhly, That the $-ottz]þ-menbe not debarred 
from being aſſociated in companies within the king- 
dome of Ezglazd 8 Jrelandgupon ſuch conditions as 
the E-pliſh 8 Irijb gre admitted,and this to be reci- 
procally for Ezeland & 17eland in companies, all 
affociatios in Scot. 8& becauſe there is not ſuch ma- 
nufa&ories as yet eredted in $cot{ard as are neceſlary 
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and that the trade of fiſhing { which. is: 


e of the 
greateſt benefits tn his Ma jefties Dominions) is not 
yet brought to perfeQion, it. is fit that by mutual! 
cours of both Kingdomes,ſuch a courſe may-be 
taken,as may beſt bring the Trade of manufaRories 
in Scotland and fiſhing within his Majefties Seas to 
perfe&ion,and that Commiſſioners may be direted 
by the King and Parliaments of the Kingdomes to 
treat upon ſuch means and conditions as may ſubſiſi 
- with the freedome and liberties, and: may conduce 
beftto the good and benefit of his Ma jefties Domi-- 
Nions. | 
Eightly,That the Houſe of Pari/zwnet would be 
lecis to take into their confiderations the exorbi- 
tant Cyſtomes and tax2tions, atd other rigorous dea- 
lings,whereof the particulars are ſet downe ina note 
kerewith,given in,taken 8 uſed by the King of Dez- 
marke both of the, Scottsſh-and Ergl/ſb-: and whereas 
his Majeſties Subje&s havealready felt the ſmart 
thereof, thay naw.ſome good courſe. may bee taken 
for reducing the. fazd exattions to. ſome reaſonable
